Clear for Bremen, Rams 


Escorting Tug, Killing Five 


Some New Governors of Important States. 


Lights All Extinguished for Escape and 


Lookout Did Not See the Tug in 


Time to Reverse Engines 


SUBMARINE DAMAGED RETURNED TODOCK 


New London, Conn., Nov. 17. (By United Press—Germany's 


jrreat submersible, the Deutschland, sank a tug in port here to- 
day following an unsuccessful attempt to clear for Bremen soon 
after midnight. 
In the blackness of the early morning while 


yoing through the Narrow Race 5 miles south of Thames the 
superaubmersible hit the escorting tug the T. O. Scott, Jr.., 
sinking it with a loss of five lives. 


Shortly after the Dutschland returned to its docks here re- 


ports spread that a mysterious motor boat had tried to ram 
the submarine. 
The Scott it was declared went across the sub- 


marine's bows to protect it. Inquiries at the Eastern Forward- 
ing Company's pier brought no confirmation of the rumor. The 
Scott was broken in two and sank within five minutes. 
Capt. 


Drurney at the wheel was crushed to death. 
Four members 


of the engine room crew were also crushed to death. 
Capt. 


Hinch ,of the Eastern Forwarding Company was on the deck of 
the Scott when the accident occurred. 
He was thrown into 


the water and sailors of the Deutschland leaped over board 
and savd his life. 
He was dragged to the submarine nearly 


dead from shock and cold. The tug Cassie, rear guard of the 
Deutachland, was close by and after helping in rescue work 
steamed back ahead of the Deutschland. 
The submarine re- 


turned under its own steam and was reported as slightly dam- 
aged. The Narrow Race is dangerous and treacherous with a 
ntrong current. The Narrows is~at the south of Long Island 
Sound and all lights had been extinguishd or shaded and the 
Deutschland look-out did not see the out-line of the tug in time 
to have the engines reversed. The Deutschland was riding on 
the surface at 12 knots.

Some New Governors of Important States. 


Lights All Extinguished for Escape and 


Lookout Did Not See the Tug in 


Time to Reverse Engines 


SUBMARINE DAMAGED RETURNED TODOCK 


New London, Conn., Nov. 17. (By United Press—Germany's 


jrreat submersible, the Deutschland, sank a tug in port here to- 
day following an unsuccessful attempt to clear for Bremen soon 
after midnight. 
In the blackness of the early morning while 


yoing through the Narrow Race 5 miles south of Thames the 
superaubmersible hit the escorting tug the T. O. Scott, Jr.., 
sinking it with a loss of five lives. 


Shortly after the Dutschland returned to its docks here re- 


ports spread that a mysterious motor boat had tried to ram 
the submarine. 
The Scott it was declared went across the sub- 


marine's bows to protect it. Inquiries at the Eastern Forward- 
ing Company's pier brought no confirmation of the rumor. The 
Scott was broken in two and sank within five minutes. 
Capt. 


Drurney at the wheel was crushed to death. 
Four members 


of the engine room crew were also crushed to death. 
Capt. 


Hinch ,of the Eastern Forwarding Company was on the deck of 
the Scott when the accident occurred. 
He was thrown into 


the water and sailors of the Deutschland leaped over board 
and savd his life. 
He was dragged to the submarine nearly 


dead from shock and cold. The tug Cassie, rear guard of the 
Deutachland, was close by and after helping in rescue work 
steamed back ahead of the Deutschland. 
The submarine re- 


turned under its own steam and was reported as slightly dam- 
aged. The Narrow Race is dangerous and treacherous with a 
ntrong current. The Narrows is~at the south of Long Island 
Sound and all lights had been extinguishd or shaded and the 
Deutschland look-out did not see the out-line of the tug in time 
to have the engines reversed. The Deutschland was riding on 
the surface at 12 knots. 


I but it did not say whether by sub- 
' merging- or on the .surface.

. lieved that it was a convoy for the 
j Deutschland. 
It is also argued that 


j it was exactly seventeen days since 
the Deutschland 
arrived and that a 


submarine hail crossed the Atlantic 
to meet the Merchantman and that 
their meeting had been arranged by 
schedule.
